Targets for vehicle
occupants and cyclists
were met, but
pedestrian crashes did
not meet the target.




FATAL CRASHES BY YEAR
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After four consecutive
years of decline and a
record low in 2018,
the number of fatal
crashes for vehicle
occupants increased
in 2019.

2019 had 31 fatal
crashes with 32
fatalities. This puts it
above 2018, but at
the 2014-2018 5-year
average of 31 per
year.
